A document submitted to the 
economic cabinet contains the 
following clauses: 

’* IX will be possible to sell real es- 
tate the tax debtor owns, even If he 
also owns movable property, sub- 
ject to the Judgment of the tax 
authorities and depending cm the ef- 
ficiency of the operation. The tax 
authorities will be able to in- 
vestigate Independently of the 
courts. 

• The Jail sentence for a debtor 
who refuses to pay his back taxes 
will be extended from one month to 
three. 

• Every institution subject to 
review by the state comptroller will 
have authority to withhold permits 
or licences and refuse to sell 
property or provide services to the 
debtor until be pays up. 

• The tax authorities will be able 
to request a court order preventing 
the debtor from leaving the country 
on the basis of his tax debt alone. 

• Banks will not be able to grant 
overdrafts to tax debtors whose 
property or accounts have been at- 
tached. 

• Any expenditure whose recipient 
Is not Identified will not be recogniz- 
ed for income tax purposes 

• Any sum withheld from value 
added tax authorities will require 
the debtor to pay a Sfi per cent ad- 
vance payment to Income tax 
authorities.

• All tax debts will be linked to the 
consumer price index after the first 
60 days. For that first month the 
debt will be subject to a fixed In- 
terest rate.

• The Interest and linkage 
differentials will not be recognized 
expenses for income tax purposes.

Since his opponents 
boycotted the voting. Peres had to 
demonstrate overwhelming sup- 
port to make his majority convin- 
cing. 

’ 'Opinions in Labour differed vast- 
ly last njght on whether Peres had 
achieved this. Peres told the press 
after the committee session that he 
had "won a vote of confidence In the 
clearest way possible. This meeting 
had the largest attendance ever In 
the committee’s history.” he claim- 
ed. 

- The Allon camp agreed about the 
peak attendance and said that, in 
view of that fact, the Peres showing 
was far from convincing. Allon told 
reporters he was "not disappointed. 
Less thaq half of the committee aid- 


ed with Peres.” He noted that when 
Peres was picked as party leader- 
prior to the last elections, he had 
been elected unanimously. 

Peres’s aides attempted to play 
down the number of non- 
pT»rticiru.nie Js: ti-.i-n.ie, acJ said 
only that 680 committee members 
had attended. The Allon camp said 
the number was far greater, but 
that even the absences were signifi- 
cant in this case. 


The meeting was one of the most 
highly charged Labour has known 
in recent years. Many committee 
members who had not put in an 
appearance in a long time turned 
up. and the proceedings often 
threatened to deteriorate into pan- 
demonium, with speakers frequent- 
ly interrupted and hecklers attemp- 
ting to settle old accounts.

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Carter readies 
new ‘doctrine’ 
against USSR

TEL AVIV. — The Hlstadrut 
yesterday appealed to Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin to take 
action ag&inst the Treasury's 
economic plans In what labour 
leaders Indicated was a last-ditch 
attempt to avert a series of strikes. 

In a six-page letter. Hlstadrut 
Secretary-General Yeroham 
Meshel called for guarantees of full 
employment, tax reductions for 
wage-earners, increased taxation 
of the rich, and additional govern- 
ment aid for Kupat Holim. Part of 
bis letter was a word-for-word copy 
of a letter he had sent to Finance 
Minister Ylgael Hurvltc on 
December 6. Meshel complained 
that Hurvltz had ignored the 
Hlstadrut ’h demands. 

The secretary-general made no 
threats in his letter to Begin. But, 
asked whether it was a last attempt 
at a dialogue with the government, 
he told The Jerusalem Post: "Of 
course." 

SeriouB labour unrest was brew- 
ing. he warned, and entire towns 
will strike, as Ofaklra did earlier 
this month. Trade unions will call 
staggered work stoppages Meshel 
continued, lastlngfour to six weeks. 

Highly paid workers will not join 
the strikes, Meshel said, so that the 
Likud will not be able to dismiss the 
strikes as a political move to under- 
mine the government — as it has 
done in the past. 

The dispute over the cost-of- 
living increment Is the most urgent 
issue, according to Meshel. The 
argument is over whether the C-o-L 
increase this month should be paid 
on a salary of no more than ILI2.- 
000, as Hurvltz has offered, or up to 
a ceding of ILKOOO, as Meshel has 
demanded. According to Meshel.

A senior officer yesterday ex- 
pressed the fear that "Shafir is 
moving too rapidly and trying to 
eliminate all the flaws at once.” 


"But the existing police system is 
not accustomed to revolutions. Peo- 
ple must assimilate things and the 
high command must not be thrown 
into a panic.” the officer said. 

An officer in the northern district 
who attended yesterday's dis- 
cussions with Shafir added that he 
felt Shafir was bolding "closed 
meetings with himself," and his 
"military" behaviour scared cer- 
tain officers, who believed until 
now that their place In toe police 
was a given one and their rise in the 
ranks merely a function of seniori- 
ty. 

, Commenting on Shear's way of 
• do ing things, the spokesman said 
the new inspector-general believes 
In forthrightness and does not make 
decisions behind the backs of the 
people concerned. "I’m not hinting 
that another system prevailed in 
the past, but I would like to note 
that Shafir does not intend to bring 
about great revolutions and dismiss 
officers from their posts, but to 
transfer people who have served 
too long in their positions to other 
positions," Arad said.

As a result of the 
closure of the plant, which makes 
raw materials for the polyethylene 
export plant at the Petrochemicals 
Industrllea and the PVC plant at the 
Frutarom electrochemical factory, 
production at those two plants has 
been curtailed. 


Begin has last word 
in row with Sharon

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
tongue-lashed Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon at yesterday's weekly 
cabinet session, telling him to shut 
up and stop talking os though he 
were an enemy of the government 
instead of a member of it. 

Begin pul Sharon in his place dur- 
ing a noisy discussion on cabinet 
policy with regard to fixed prices on 
citrus for Industrial processing. 

The prime minister got hot under 
the collar after Sharon said: “This 
government Is an enemy of the 
farmers. The Alignment critics of 
the government are quite right on 
this score." Begin rasped: "Don't 
you ever say that again. There are 
people in our coalition who make 
the same accusation against you." 

Sharon, who likes to have the last 
word, went on: "I see you rely on no 
less an authority than MK Pessah 


Crupper" {the Liberal who speaks 
for the private farmers lobby i. 

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz, 
seeking a chink in Sharon’s ar- 
mour. said: "The minister of 
agriculture seems eager to protect 
inefficient agriculture branches." 
Not to be outdone. Sharon retorted: 
"That's untrue! I've closed down 
many poultry runs which don’t pay . 
In a little while. I shall have to 
order 10.000 head of cattle 
slaughtered because cattle-rearing 
is unprofitable." 

As Sharon refused to drop the 
subject. Begin slammed his gavel 
down on the cabinet table and 
shouted: "I'm talking now. You'll 
hold your tongue. You'll just have 
to be patient." 

After the cabinet decided — 
against Sharon's sole minority vote 
— to support the order of Industry. 
Trade and Tourism Minister Gi-

WASHINGTON. — U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter aims to persuade the 
Soviet leaders that he considers 
American interests to he so impor- 
tant “that he would not hesitate to 
take any action, including military 
action, to protect them," “The New 
York Times' ’ wrote yesterday. 

Carter Is preparing a major 
speech. “The Times" reported, in 
which he will lay down “a new 
American strategic doctrine to con- 
tain the Soviet threat in the Near 
East and South Asia during the 
1980s." 

The paper describes Carter as 
seeing a parallel between the 
current situation and the im- 
mediate post-World War II period, 
when President Harry Truman’s 
forceful response to Soviet threats 
against Greece and Turkey became 
known as "the Truman doctrine of 
containment against Soviet expan- 
sionism." 

Carter is now inclined, according 
to the "Times,'' "to rely on the kind 
of large alliance systems that 
characterized the Elsenhower ad- 
ministration. He speaks in terms of 
letting the Islamic nations of the 
Near East and South Asia, the oil- 
producing states and the non- 
aligned countries take the in- 
itiative and having Washington 
support them where appropriate, 
only occasionally taking the lead 
when necessary." 

The Third World countries’ sen- 
sitivity to foreign bases on their 
territory has led the president and 
his advisers to think in terms of 
facilities which could occasionally 
be used by American forces instead 
of permanently stationing ground 
troops, the paper indicated. 

The "Times" went on to say that 
the Soviet move In Afghanistan so 
influenced Carter’s thinking con- 
cerning what he defines as long- 
range American policy that a 5 per 
cent annual real growth in U.S. 
defence spending can be an- 
ticipated. 

The president plans to press the 
USSR to withdraw from 
Afghanistan, the "Times" conclud- 
ed. "but Carter is known to bave lit- 
tle expectation of an early Soviet 
pullout." 


Meanwhile, in Moscow, Soviet 
President Brezhnev yesterday ex- 
pressed barely veiled contempt for 
his opposite number in the White 
House, and wrote off the Carter ad- 
ministration as a reliable 
negotiating partner for the 

Kremlin. 

Brezhnev's “Answers to 
questions from a 'Pravda' cor- 
respondent” took up most of the 
front page of the party daily and 
contained a lengthy defence of the 
Kremlin's decision to send its army 
into Afghanistan. 

The U.S. leadership was capable 
at any moment of breaking inter- 
national agreements "prompted by 
some whim, caprice or by 
emotional outbursts," he said. 

Although similar complaints 
about Carter's unpredictability 
have been made by the Soviet 
press, Brezhnev has now gone a big 
step further by making such 
remarks himself. 

His remarks also reflected Soviet 
hopes of driving a wedge between 
the U.S. and Western Europe over 
Afghanistan. Moscow has been 
quick to note signs of reluctance in 
Paris and Bonn to follow the 
Americans lead and impose sanc- 
tions as a protest over the Soviet in- 
tervention. 

Brezhnev said the Soviet Union 
was convinced that Europeans 
were too sensible to embark on 
adventures "at the bidding of 
politicians from across the ocean." 

A Soviet military magazine 
yesterday announced the death of a 
ranking army officer but did not 
say whether it was linked with the 
Kremlin's Intervention in 
Afghanistan. 

The "sudden" death of Artillery 
Major-General Gennady Ryskin 
was reported on the back page of 
"Krasnaya Zvezda." It did not B&y 
when where or how he died. 

On January 3, Moscow 
newspapers reported the “un- 
timely" death on December 28 of 
First Deputy Interior Minister Lt.- 
Gen. Viktor Paputin. There was 
speculation that he died in the 
Afghanistan coup which installed 
the Babrak Karmal regime in 
power the previous day.

First of Israel’s F-16s set 


for delivery this month

Israel will receive the. first of the. 
75 F-16 fighters it has on order from 
Genera] Dynamics on January 31, 
officials in Tel Aviv confirmed to 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Israel will thus be the first coun- 
try outside the U.S. to take 
operational delivery of the aircraft. 
The five European countries which 
have been co-producing the F-16 
only recently completed their first 
round of evaluation flight tests. 

Delivery of the F-16 to Israel was 
speeded up by some two years due 
to Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini's 
takeover of Iran, which had been 
slated to receive the first export 
models of the plane. 

This has meant, however, that 
some of the basic avionics changes 
Israel had wanted to make In the 


Torrent model will not be included. 
They may, however, be introduced 
at a later stage in Israel, and In- 
clude Improved radio capability, 
and specialized electronic systems. 


The placement of Israeli Bystems 
on the aircraft has become more 
crucial than ever now because 
within the next three years the F-16 
will also be sold to the Egyptian air 
force. Despite the peace process. 
Israel will want to maintain a 
qualitative edge in the 75 aircraft it 
will have. 


The first F-I6s, which have 
already been flight evaluated by 
Israel’s chief test pilot, Sgan-Aluf 
Yitzhak Peer, will be handed over 
at a ceremony at the General 
Dynamics plant at Forth Worth. 
Texas. The first of the planes will 
be stationed in Israel this summer. 


TEHERAN (UPI). — As the Ira- 
nian government negotiated with 
UN officials on a "package deal" 
that could lead to the release of 50 
Americans held at the U.S. em- 
bassy, their militant captors said 
yesterday that their position 
remained unchanged — the exiled 
shch must be returned before any 
hostages are released. 

In a statement to the militants, 
Islamic strongman Ayatollah 
Khomeini said that the U.S. was 
attempting to undermine the up- 
coming Iranian presidential elec- 
tions. and quickly moved to have a 
large number of candidates — more 
than 120 in all — disqualified. 

However. Iran was calm yester- 
day following a spate of executions 
during the previous 24 hours, when 
a total of 15 persons were put to 
death. This brought the total 
number of persons executed since 
the revolution to 728. 

Those put to death included three 
members of the shah's "Immortal 
Guard” and a non-commissioned 
officer In the army. . 

Earlier, 11 persons were ex- 
ecuted in the northwest city of 
Tabriz, after having been convicted 


by Islamic courts of causing a 
series of disturbances in the largely 
Turkish-speaking province of Azer- 
baijan. 

The governor of East Azerbaijan 
announced yesterday that 
henceforth all foreign journalists 
arriving at Tabriz airport would be 
promptly expelled because of the 
"shameful" reports that had been 
filed in the past. 

Reports from the UN yesterday 
indicated that negotiations were un- 
der way on the "package deal” 
proposed by Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim that could possibly 
lead to the release of the hostages. 

The package reportedly called 
for the setting up of an international 
tribunal to investigate Iranian com- 
plaints about the shah, the con- 
sideration of Iran's right to seek the 
ex-ruler's extradition, and the un- 
freezing of Iranian funds held in the 
U.S. 

Foreign Minister Sadegh Ghotb- 
zadeh said he had exchanged 
letters with Waldheim on ways of 
getting the package worked out, but 
he indicated Iran's demand for the 
eventual return of the shah remain- 
ed unchanged.

Begin noncommittal on 
‘Gaza-first’ autonomy

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
has not indicated how he feels about 
the Egyptian request to have 
autonomy implemented in the Gaza 
Strip before Judea and Samaria, 
his associates said last night. 


Circles in the Prime Minister's 
Office were busy refuting persis- 
tent reports in some of the media 
that Begin had been cool about the 
“Gaza-first" idea at yesterday's 
weekly cabinet session. 


When Begin reported to the 
cabinet yesterday an his Aswan 
summit, he mentioned Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat’s request 
for early Implementation of 
autonomy in Gaza — without show- 
ing his own hand. He had promised 
the Egyptian president be would 
discuss the matter in the cabinet 


“soon," but it was reportedly not 
discussed yesterday. 

Cabinet secretary Aryeh Naor 
said that Sadat's new request was 
different from the one aired at 
Camp David, which entailed open- 
ing Egyptian liaison bureaus in 
. Gaza, and separate negotiations on 
the- substance and structure of 
autonomy in the Strip. Today the 
Egyptian proposal Is to hold one set 
of negotiations for autonomy in 
both areas, and merely advance the 
date of implementation in Gaza. 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg 
recalled his suggestion of Friday 
that a special committee oi 
ministers he set up to study the new 
Egyptians proposal. His idea has 
not yet been seconded by any of his 
colleagues. 

Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon said yesterday that the 
Egyptian proposal was not at all to 
his liking. 


Egyptian c’ttee seeks autonomy link 


CAIRO (Reuter). — An Egyptian 
parliamentary committee, con- 
cerned at the slow progress of 
Palestinian autonomy talks, has 
suggested that the normalization of 
relations between Egypt and Israel 
be linked to the autonomy Issue. 

A report by the committee, 
broadcast by Cairo television last 
night, expressed “strong concern 
over the slow progress" and said 
steps to normalize economic and 
cultural relations “should he the 
subject of deliberate study and be 
carried out within a framework of 
restoring just and comprehensive 


peace In the area.” 

The- recommendation appeared 
to reflect growing Egyptian disap- 
pointment over the lack of progress 
in talks between Egypt, Israel and 
the U.S. on autonomy in the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip. 

Israeli, Egyptian and U.S. work- 
ing groups which have been work- 
ing on the autonomy scheme are 
scheduled to meet in Cairo today to 
discuss the powers and respon 
sibUities of the projected self-rule 
authority in the administered 
territories.

TEL AVIV. — The idea of replacing 
compulsory military service for 
women with a programme permit- 
ting them the choice of army, police 
or public service work has little 
chance of acceptance In Israel’s 
present political reality. 

The idea was put forward last 
week by Rabbanit Zvia Goren, wife of 
Israel’s Chief Ashkenazi rabbi. 
Similar programmes were also 
suggested by other members of the 
executive of the National Religious 
Party’s women's organization — 
Emunah — to whom the rahbanit's 
proposal was aired. 

The suggestion is that com- 
pulsory military service for women 
he done away with in its present 
form, and that it be replaced with 
an alternative programme giving a 
choice between regular service in 
the armed forces, a similar term In 
the police, or other national ser- 
vice of whatever sort is needed. 
Women opting for this latter 
programme could be put to work In 
understaffed hospital wards, or 
assigned to social work or teaching, 
tasks. A national service 
framework for religious .women ex- 
empted from military service does 
exist at present, but it is on a com- 
pletely voluntary basis. 

The rabbanit added that, to her 
mind, total exemption should only 
be given to women from the most 
extreme ultra-orthodox families, 
who belong, generally, to anti- 
Zionist circles which must still 
reconcile themselves to the State of 
Israel’s existence. She called titese 
extreme cases." 

All other women she said, should 
find one of the three choices in her 
plan acceptable. 

The rahbanit's proposal has been 
welcomed by most political parties. 
Spokesmen for the Likud’s various 


components found the idea a good 
one, as did NKP spokesmen, who 
added that their party had long ad- 
vocated women doing some sort of 
national service. Labour Party 
sources told The Jerusalem Post 
that the proposed arrangement Is 
preferable to the existing situation 
in which many women of m il ita r y 
service age opt to stay out of the 
IDF. They usually go to university, 
instead of giving two years of their 
time as otters of their age group, 
the Labour spokesman said. 

However, circles In all parties 
told The Post that it is highly un- 
likely the plan will even be put 
forward officially, much less 
receive serious consideration in the 
foreseeable future. 


Likud sources, especially, ex- 
plained that while they favoured 
national service by all women, 
whether In the IDF, or another 
framework, political exigencies at 
present are certain to force the 
government to shelve the plan. 

They note that the chief obstacle 
Is Agudat Yisrael, which, as the re- 
cent abortions amendment episode 
illustrated, is powerful enough to 
get its way. They added that before 
the furore on the abortions Issue, 
the Aguda managed to push 
through an amendment to the 
national service legislation exemp- 
ting from the IDF any woman who 
declares herself religious, without 
requiring her to prove that she has 
indeed received a traditional, 
observant upbringing. 

The general consensus among 
coalition parties is that the coali- 
tion, which has already had to give 
in to the Aguda on this issue, is un- 
likely to court parliamentary trou- 
ble now by making an about-turn 
and adopting Rabbanit Goren 's 
plan which Is certain to ire the 
Aguda.

(Costtraed from page 1) 
leadership. The Perea camp has 
been pushing for an early show- 
down between Perea and Alton. The 
Alton side maintained that the pre- 
sent Central Committee, chosen 
prior to the 1977 elections, is not 
competent to pick a candidate for 
the premiership for the 1881 elec- 
tions. 

The Rules Committee last week 
upheld the contention of Allon’s 
supporters and said that only the 
Central Committee which la to be 
elected by the party’s June conven- 
tion will be authorized to choose the 
candidate for the 10th Knesset elec- 
tions. 

The Perea side yesterday got the 
Central Committee to overturn this 
ruling, as the party regulations em- 
power it to do.

We could have 
taken this matter to court and ‘ 
prevented this breach of the rules, 
but for the party’s sake we desisted 
from so doing," he said. 

Peres said that with 22 months to 
go before the elections, the party 
cannot carry on with the insidious 
campaign against him. A heckler 
Interjected: “This is what you did 
to Rabin." 


Peres went on to explain that 
“the problem Is not me personally 
The party's climb in the public opi 
nlon polls was halted when the in- 
ternal rivalry In Labour hit the 
headlines. We must decide once and 
for all. I cannot carry on as chair- 
man with my position being daily 
eroded. 1 am not worried about 
future challenges. If the coming 
convention does not express Its con- 
fidence in me, I will not head the 
party," he said. 

Former foreign minister Abba 
Eban delivered a strong pro -Peres 
address, saying that the Alien side 
“expects Peres to work hard for the 
'party while others prepare to 
replace him. To our surprise, Peres 
Is not overjoyed at the prospect," 
he quipped. 

He and other pro-Peres speakers 
all agreed that the central com- 
mittee to be elected by the June 
convention could override yester- 
day’s decision.

people's "inalienable eight to the 
Land of Israel in borders deter- 
mined by the Tore." 

Begin had been 4 placed in a 
delicate-position by the invitation to 
take part In the conference because 
President Yitzhak Navon — whose 
presence would have required 
members of the Council of Tora 
Sages to rise — was not invited. 
Protocol does not require standing 
for a head of government, however, 
and Be gin's office had confirmed a 
week ago Ms Intention to attend. 

The assembly welcomed the 
pegsee agreement with Egypt and 
expressed hope that It would 
broaden into a comprehensive 


settlement. It did .not .adopt, a 
.specific stand on final conditions, 
for peace but dele g ated the Council 
at Tora Sages, which mahes day-to- 
day political decisions for Agudat 
Yisrael MKs, to Instruct them 
"when the time comes." 

Other Great Assembly 
resolutions warned against inter- 
marriage and ass im i l ation and call- 
ed for the granting of full rights to 
Jews persecuted in the USSR and 
Arab countries, including the right 
to come to Israel. 

Jerusalem Chief Rabbi Bezalel 
Zoltl, speaking at a reception for 
delegates, called on world Jewry to 
renew Its tradition of pilgrimage to 
Jerusalem for the three festivals of 
Pessah, Shavuot and Succot. Zoltl 
noted that religious Jews from the 
Diaspora need no longer worry 
about finding a hotel In Jerusalem 
that strictly observes both Shahbat 
and kashrut laws, since the rab- 
binate extended Its supervision.

West Bank to strike today 
over Electric Co. takeover

Large parts of the West Bank and 
East Jerusalem are likely to be 
affected today by a general strike 
called to protest the government 
decision to take over the power con- 
cession- of the Jerusalem District 
Electricity Company. 

Hie strike call, first made . some 
10 days ago by the National 
Guidance Committee — a body of 
PLO supporters ln the ad- 
ministered territories — was- 
reiterated at a protest meeting at 
Jerusalem’s' Al-Aksa Mosque on 
Friday. 

The strike is expected to hit 
shops, businesses, municipalities 
and other public Institutions. 

The Electricity Company has 
said that Its services to consumers 
will not be affected. 

It is not clear whether West 
Bankers will come to work across 
the Green Line today. 

The Arab enterprise is continuing 
to receive messages of support 
from individuals and institutions 
praising its rejection of the 
government’s takeover decision, 
which is due to take effect next 
January. 

Hie chairman of Its management 
board, Anwar Nusseibeh, is due to 
visit Amman this week, probably 
on Wednesday, to attend a meeting 
of the joint Jordanian-PLO com- - 
mlttee which deals with the affairs 
of the administered territories. 


The committee, set up In 1978 
shortly after the signing of the 
Camp David agreement between 
Egypt and Israel, has given.-, the 
Arab company large amounts of 
cash in recent months to help im- 
prove its precarious- fin ancial posi- 
tion. 

And last summer, when a strike 
at the Electricity Company pitted 
the Communist-backed labour un- 
ion against the management,; the 
committee played a major media, 
tion role. 

One Issue which Nusseibeh will 
certainly be di sc ussin g with the 
joint committee Is wha^t legal 
measures, if any, to adopt in the 
face of the Israeli takeover, deci- 
sion.

Is addition, El A1 
will pay workers who quit an 
amount equivalent to three months* 
wages and all unused vacationpay. 

, Retiring workers will be eligible 
Tor a limited number of free tickets 
on El Al. to be distributed accor* 
,«ng -to available seats on the air- 
-.line's flights. 

- In another economy move, the 


wages of every non-Israeli El Al 
employee abroad will be cut by S 
per cent, El Al spokesman Mosbe 
Eilat said yeaterday. The com- 
pany's Israeli workers abroad will 
lose between 3 and 20 per cent of 
their salaries, according to rank. 
As agreed fay the Hlatadrut, the cuts 
will take effect from January this 
year. 

151 Al also Intends to eliminate 23 
per cent of Its agencies abroad, in 
addition to those which were 
recently closed. 

While unhappy with the ap- 
proaching threat of dismissals, 
many EJ Al workers yesterday ad 
milled that the early retirement 
plan is more than fair. .‘‘The 
management's retirement 
programme at least leaves us with 
our dignity intact, instead of throw- 
ing ua out In the street,” one senior 
ground worker told The Jerusalem 
Post.

Fewer nurses means longer wait for bedpan 

Hospital cuts will make patients’ lot harder

TEL AVTV. — Although the freeze 
In medical personnel ordered by the 
Health Ministry will not endanger 
any lives. It will certainly cause a 
lot of suffering to the patients. Dr. 
Leah Zwanger, head of Kupat 
Hollm’s division of para- medical 
services (which Includes the nur- 
sing staff) told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

"Patients will not be washed as 
often; nor will sheets be changed as 
frequently. Patients calling for a 
glass of water or a bed pan will 
have to wait longer," she said. 

"There simply will not be enough 
nurses to go around,” she added. 
"Many of the tasks now being done 
by nurses' aides will have to be 
shifted to the practical and 
registered nurses, since we plan 
first to reduce the number of 
nurses* aides.” 

The ministry has called for a 4 
per cent reduction in medical per* 
sonncl. ‘‘However, since the 
ministry Is not allowing us to hire 
any new nurses, the reduction will 
probably be about 10 per cent,” 
Zwanger Bald. About ISO of the 8,000 


nurses employed by the sick fund 
retire every year; several hundred 
more go on maternity leave or take 
other jobs outside the nursing 
profession. 

Zwanger rules out the possibility 
that the patients mobilize their 
relatives to help care for them. 
“First, many patients simply can't 
ask their families or relatives to 
come. Second, those who can get 
help from such sources will Impose 
an intolerable burden on the nur- 
sing staffs. These friends and 
relatives will clog up the wards and 
corridors, making the job of the 
nurses more difficult.” 

Moreover, many patients are on 
strict diets, and Zwanger fears that 
their families would begin stuffing 
them with food "la help them get 
well." 

One solution, she said, is to shift 
some of the patients from around- 
the-clock nursing to day hospitals, 
where they receive treatment 
and/or teats during the day and go 
home to sleep. Perhaps a few more 
can be switched to outpatient 
clinics. 

But both these solutions are dif- 


ficult. she admitted, "since most of 
the patients In hospital are serious- 
ly 111. For a long time we have not 
been admitting many moderately 
sick patients.” 

However, she thinks that the 
burden an the nurses can be eased 
somewhat by reorganizing the 
supply system and medicine dis- 
tribution to free nurses for the job 
of nursing. 

"The strangest thing.” she said, 
"is that for years we were scream- 
ing about the shortage of nurses. 
Today, we have enough nurses to 
fill all the vacant posts — and we 
are being forced to work with 10 per 
cent of the posts vacant.” 

The reason the shortage ended is 
twofold, Zwanger said: First, after 
years of struggle, the nursing 
profession received “preferred 
status." thus raising salaries con- 
siderably. tin many cases a nurse 
now receives more than a starting 
doctor.) 

The second reason Is that, with 
talk of a recession, many former 
nurses have returned to work, she 
said. 


200 Jews killed in Bucharest abattoir in 1941 

U.S. TV airs show on Nazi war criminals 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — Some 200 
Rumanian Jews were killed in a 
Bucharest slaughterhouse In 1941. 
their bodies left hanging from 
books labelled "kosher meat." 

One of the men accused of the 
mass murder — Valerian Trifa — 
has lived quietly in the U.S. since 
l&tfO. and even delivered an opening 
•prayer' -before a session of the 
Senate, according to an ABC televi- 
sion documentary. 

(The Jerusalem Post's cor- 
respondent in Washington, Wolf 
Blltzer, reported recently in a 
series of articles that a special of- 
fice to the Justice Department is 
actively investigating some 200 
suspected Nazi criminals who Im- 
migrated to the U.S. following the 
war and are now American 
citizens.} 

The documentary predicts that 
only a few of the 200 alleged Nazi 
war criminals living in the U.S. will 
ever face Justice for killing as many 


as two million people. 

One of several alleged war 
criminals spotlighted In the hour- 
long report, aired yesterday over 
more than 200 affiliates, was Trifa, 
a U.S. citizen now living in 
Michigan, and ordained as an> 
archbishop of the Rumanian 
Orthodox- Episcopate of America. 

In Bucharest-.- -Rabbi Moshe- 
Rosen, head of the Rumanian 
Jewish community, told ABC of the 
1941 slaughter and identified Trifa 
as one of the leaders of the fascist, 
anti-Semitic Iron Guards held 
responsible. 

ABC showed anti-Semitic* 
documents containing Trifa’s 
name. Trifa fled Rumania, where 
he was later tried in absentia and 
sentenced to life at hard labour. 

"Since 1950, Trifa has been living 
safely In the U.S.," J>BC said. 

It said he dellve. d an opening 
prayer before a Senate session in 
1935 and broadcast over Radio Free 


Europe. ABC sold he refused to be 
interviewed. 

Trifa faces a Justice Department 
trial in an attempt to strip him of 
hla citizenship. 

The documentary — entitled 
"Escape from Justice: Nazi War 
Criminals in America" — said only 
West Germany and Argentina are 
thought to have morq resident war. 
criminals than the U.S. ~ 

ABC said the U.S. Immigration 
and Naturalization Service for 
decades all but ignored evidence of 
war crimes background in letting 
immigrants into the country. It said 
the Justice Department began In- 
vestigating the charges recently; 
but only IS cases, mostly involving 
East Europeans, are now to active 
litigation. 

The documentary said the 
prospects for bringing the alleged 
criminals to justice become bleak 
os the years pass because of the 
death of witnesses as well as 
suspects.

A Yugoslav couple who cared for 
the daughter of friends, from the 
time her parents were deported un- 
til she decided to come to Israel, 
will he honoured In a tree-planting 
ceremony at Yad Vashem's Avenue 
of Righteous Gentiles tomorrow at 
11 a.m. 

Aleksander and Blaga Todorov 
first tried to help their friends es- 
cape to Albania in 1948 by securing 
forged papers for them. But they 
turned back because of the In- 
creased border control, and were 


eventually rounded up for a work 
camp. 

Their daughter, four-year-old 
Betty Becker (now Azorl), was 
visiting the Todorovs when her 
parents had to leave. When she 
cried and demanded to stay, they 
left her — with a bundle of their 
valuables. 

The Todorovs risked their lives to 
locate the Beckers and smuggle 
packages to them. When her 
parents failed to return, Betty lived 
with the Todorovs as their daughter 
until she decided to come to Israel 
In 1932. 


Eilat-Egypt-Akaba cruises cancelled

TEL AVIV. — The cruise ship 
m.t.8. Jason left Eilat for Egypt 
yesterday morning on the third, 
and probably last, sailing on its 
Israel -Egypt -Jordan route. The 
Epirotlkl Shipping Line, which 
operates the Jason, cancelled the 
seven remaining cruises because 
Jordanian authorities have sudden- 
ly refused to allow anyone who has 
been in Egypt or Israel to disem- 
bark at Akaba. 

Until now Jordan would not allow 


passengers to get off the ship if It 
sailed to Akaba direct from Eilat. 
Consequently, the route was 
modified and the luxury liner sailed 
to Akaba after first docking at 
Salaga in Egypt, a spokesman for 
the Jason's agents in Israel told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Yesterday’s cruise sailed as 
scheduled because all 430 places on 
the liner were booked. Although the 
ship's operators are still trying to 
arrange a tour of Akaba for the 
passengers. It is extremely doubtful 
that they will succeed, The Past has 
learned. 


Ginzburg’s family to join him in U.S. 


MOSCOW (AP). - The family of 
Alexander Ginzburg, a Soviet 
Jewish dissident released to the 
U.S. last April in a swap for two 
Soviet spies, has agreed to Join him 
In America without an Informally 
adopted relative they had previous- 
ly insisted on bringing along, Ginz- 
burg's mother reported yesterday. 

Seventy-two-year-old Ludmila 
Ginzburg said that she, Ginzburg's 
wife Irina, 41, and Ginzburg's two 


children, Alexander, seven, and 
Alexei, five, would probably leave 
for the U.S. at the end of this month 
or the beginning of February. 

Previously, the family had refus- 
ed to leave the country without 
Sergei Shlbayev, a 19-year-old boy 
Informally adopted by the family in 
his youth. Soviet authorities have 
insisted that Shlbayev — now ser- 
ving in the Red Army — has no 
legal relationship with the family 
and may not emigrate with them.

One defendant pleads guilty 

Witnesses still reluctant in 
Ramat Aviv bank heist trial 


TEL AVIV (Him). — One suspect in 
last May’s Ramat Aviv bank 
robbery yesterday admitted par- 
ticipation In the violent raid, hut the 
prosecution was still encountering 
obstacles in getting witnesses to 
testify at the District Court trial. 

Avrahaxn "Dubcek" Kashanl 
pleaded guilty to having taken part 
in the ILi.Sm. robbery, but denied 
the most serious charge against 
him — attempted murder. Through 
his lawyer, he claimed that police 
bullets were fired at him, but not 
vice vena. 

Kashani's lawyer also announced 
that his client would be unable to 
identify either of his co-defendants, 
Herd Avitan and Yehoshua Asher. 
A fourth man accused of the crime, 
Url Wolf, turned state’s witness, 
testified against hi* alleged 
partners last September, and was 
helped to "disappear” abroad. 

Testifying yesterday were 
Amalia Blum, a psychiatrist at the 
Bat Yam mental hoipltal where 
state's witness Sami Shapruto la 
confined after alleged intimidation, 
and police psychologist A. Yadto. 
Both described him as hysterical. 


terrified and out of touch with reali- 
ty- 

Shapruto's Interrogator, Sgan- 
Nltzav Moshe Friedman, testified 
that the patient, married to 
Avitan's sister, had been threaten- 
ed and beaten after agreeing to turn 
state’s witness by the defendant's 
brother, Moshe Avitan. The latter 
shouted in protest upon hearing the 
officer’s testimony, and was 
ejected from the courtroom. 

Friedman testified that 
Shapruto's wife also threatened her 
husband In the Interrogator's 
presence, and that another sister, 
Yafta Avitan. accused of helping 
the robbers after the crime, had 
said when she was released on ball 
that she was afraid to be a witness. 
She has since disappeared, the of- 
ficer said. 

Another witness yesterday, 
Ylhya Nlaslm, was caught con- 
tradicting himself about whether he 
had given defendant Yehoshua 
Asher a ride on the night of the 
crime. The Judges ordered him 
arrested on the spot and held for 
five days for questioning and possi- 
ble indictment on perjury charges. 


Hash, harlots hit the Hilton

noticed an unusual traffic of 
prostitutes and "other undesirable 
types” through the hotel. This led 
them to suspect that, to addition to 
.the women, drugs were Involved. 
One source said that the 
prostitutes' favours cost clients 
S100 a night. 

An undercover agent checked 
Into the hotel two weeks ago and 
succeeded In buying some hashish 
from one of the suspects, police 
said. A hotel spokesman said 
yesterday that this was the first 
time the hotel had encountered this 
kind of problem.

Danny Shahar, spokesman for- 
the park's -management-,- said 
yesterday that the park has not yet 
signed an agreement for sale of the 
lions. According to reports publish- 
ed in South Africa, the animals had 
been purchased by Don Tlmcke, 
owner of a farm where lions are 
reared In captivity to be shot by 
hunters” for 85,000 a dead head. 

"We take great pains to raising 
the lions and other animals, and we 


will check before selling them that 
they are not being bought to be 
killed,” Shahar said. 

While admitting that the Safari 
Park had entered into negotiations 
for the reported sale of eight lions to 
a South African client, he declined 
to say who that client was. 

Shahar was also unhappy "with a 
decision by El Al to-public iz e pla n a 
to ship the lions, calling the an- 
nouncement premature.

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President Zia acknowledges: 

Afghan rebels using 
bases in Pakistan 


PESHAWAR, Pakistan. — Presi- 
dent Zia ul-Haq yesterday Indirect- 
ly acknowledged to Western jour- 
nalists for the first time that 
Afghan Moslem rebels are using 
Pakistani territory as a base for 
their guerrilla .operations against 
the Soviet forces. 

“We can't stop it," he said, when 
asked If Pakistan was aiding the 
rebels. “No country in the world — 
even in this modern world — can 
seal off every inch of its border." 

But he flatly denied allegations 
from Moscow and Kabul that 
Pakistan was arming the rebels. 

"This is totally wrong," he said. 
“If we had' been arming them, 
Afghanistan would be burning by 
now." 

Zia said Pakistan has put its aid 
requirements to the U.S. and Is 
negotiating with Washington for 
military assistance. 

"The U.S. Is a superpower and 
they cannot get out of their world 

■ responsibility," he said. "There Is a 
world responsibility here with bla- 
tant, naked Soviet aggression." 

■ He declined to say, however, 
what kind of military assistance 

.Pakistan is seeking from the U.S. 

> "We are In touch with them to find 
out how best they can help our re- 
quirements in guaranteeing the 
defence of our security.” he said. 

Zia added, "We are looking 
forward to bilateral relations; we 
are a non-aligned country." 

Western diplomats said Zia ap- 
parently meant by this that 
Pakistan, enjoying good relations, 
with China, would not consider 
itself aligned with the U.S. by 
accepting aid. 

All U.S. aid to Pakistan was 
broken off in 1865 In the wake of the 
. Indo-P&klstanl war. 

Chinese Foreign Minister Huang 
Hua will visit Pakistan this month 
■for talks with the government on 
the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan, well-informed sources 
in Islamabad said yesterday. 

The visit will follow closely that 
by British Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington who arrives In 
Islamabad, the Pakistan capital, 
today. 

Lord Carrington is touring coun- 
tries directly affected by the Soviet 
move Into Afghanistan last month. 

Thirteen tribal chieftains from 
Pakistan's rugged northwest fron- 
tier province yesterday appealed to 
Zia to declare a jihad (holy war) on 
the Soviet forcea occupying 
Afghanistan. 

But the president asked for 
patience and said Pakistan wants to 
live in peace. 


Some chieftains, whose 
tribesmen are estimated to number 
three million, said unruly tribes 
who make their own weapons may 
ignore Zia and go to war in defence 
of their Moslem comrades over the 
mountainous border. 

The tribal areas of the 
northwestern frontier province are 
among the most explosive regions 
in this part of the world. The 
Pakistan government, like the 
British colonial rulers before It, ex- 
ercises no rule of law in the tribal 
areas, where chieftains are the only 
recognized authority and 
foreigners are forbidden to travel 
without escort. 

At a jirga (gathering of chief- 
tains) In Peshawar, Chief Shahzada 
Khan of the Afridl tribe, elected by 
various tribes as their spokesman, 
told Zia the fervent Islamic 
tribesmen are keen to fight the 
Soviet forces backing the regime of 
Babrak Karmal in Afghanistan. 

"They are our neighbours and we 
can't see them like this, occupied 
by the Russians," Shahzada said. 

“We are a friendly tribe, but we 
are very afraid of the Russians." 

In reply Zia said, "I fully unders- 
tand your sentiments and ap- 
preciate your spirit for jihad. This 
martial spirit Is the hallmark of our 
tribal culture." 

"We cannot remain unconcerned 
with the developments taking place 
right at our doorsteps because 
these also affect Pakistan," Zia 
said. 

"In some places, people ore 
simply Infuriated. In others, they 
are apprehensive. My advice to 
both these segments of population 
is that they should not do anything 
Irresponsible under the influence of 
emotions, nor should they allow un- 
necessary fear to overpower them. 

• "We have considered at the 
highest level - the situation which 
confronts us today and have taken 
all the steps necessary for national 
security and stability." 

Pakistan has been seeking sup- 
port from Islamic countries, the 
Non-Aligned Movement and in the 
UN to guarantee Its security and to 
demand the withdrawal of the 
Soviet soldiers. 

The U.S., in response to the Soviet 
intervention, has offered defence 
aid, as yet unspecified, to Pakistan. 
The government in Islamabad 
would prefer a united Islamic and 
non-aligned response to the Soviet 
Union before accepting specific aid 
commitments from the U.8. and 
friendly Western European coun- 
tries, authoritative sources have 
said. (UPI, Reuter)

Grain exporters will respect 
U.S. embargo on Soviets 


WASHINGTON (UPD. — The U.S. 
on Saturday secured commitments 
from all other major grain expor- 
ting nations that they would not in- 
crease their grain sales to the 
Soviet Union to make up the short- 
fall that resulted from the U.S. em- 
bargo. 

Representatives of all the nations 
— including Argentina, which this 
week publicly said it refused to go 
along — agreed "that their 
governments would not directly or 
indirectly replace the grain that 
would have been shipped to the 
Soviet Union prior to the actions an- 
nounced by U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter," an official joint statement 
said. 


Childrens furntture^ 
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Officials from Canada, Argen- 
tina, Australia' and -the European 
Community, the world's, major 
grain exporting nations, had 
gathered, for a day-long meeting at 
the U.S. State Department The 
meeting was called hastily after 
Carter embargoed 17 million tons of 
grain and one mUilon tons of 
soybeans bound for Russia in 
retaliation for the Russian invasion 
of Afg h a n i s t an . 

Undersecretary of Agriculture 
Dale Hathaway, the chief U.S. 
negotiator, said the UU. did net ask 
the other nations to cut off their ex- 
isting contracts with Russia, only to 
refrain from trying to get American 
markets. But he said all of the 
nations were reviewing their con- 
tractuaral obligations toward the 
Soviet Union. 


LONDON. — The massive Soviet 
military intervention in 
Afghanistan was decided at a 
secret meeting of the Communist 
Party Central Committee on 
December 19, a week after the 
North Atlantic Alliance approved 
deploying new U.S. missiles in 
Western Europe, “The Observer" 
newspaper reported yesterday. 

The paper's foreign editor, An- 
drew Wilson, said in a front-page 
report that Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev opposed the plan, but was 
overwhelmingly defeated by "an 
inner circle of hardline Politburo 
mem ben and military represen- 
tatives.” 

Wilson, quoting an unidentified 
“excltudve Soviet source," said the 
aerloualy ailing Breshnev was 
"obliged either to accept (interven- 
tion In Afghanistan) or resign." 

The paper said Brezhnev argued 
that the move would destroy 
detente and “the cornerstone ' of 
that policy," U.S. ratification of 
SALT-n, the strategic arms limita- 
tion accord. 

But, Wilson said, the ruling com- 
mittee overruled him after hearing 
reports of the killing of “a con- 
siderable number of Soviet ad- 
visers" by Moslem rebels in 
Afghanistan and a Soviet general’! 
warning that the Soviet-supplied 
Afghan urny. hlt by, ."fliajjy thou- 


sand defections" to the guerrillas, 
was unreliable. 

Former West German chancellor 
Willy Brandt said yesterday that 
everything humanly possible 
should be done to prevent a return 
to the cold war after the Soviet 
military intervention in 
Afghanistan. ' 

"Western solidarity is important 
and European solidarity particular- 
ly so In this situation. The threat 
should not he covered up when it la 
there,” he told the weekly 
magazine "t)«; Spiegel." 

Brandt*, chairman of the ruling 
Social Democratic Party (SPD), 
echoed U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter's warning that the events in 
Afghanistan represented the most 
serious threat to world peace since 
World War IL 

Canada's External Affaire 
Minister Flora MacDonald said in 
Ottawa on Saturday that Canada la 
committed to taking "all steps 
short of war" to convince the Soviet 
Union to pull out of Afghanistan. 
Those steps could include limitaon 
grain shipments and commercial, 
trading, cultural and scientific ex- 
changes, she said. 

MacDonald said the attack has 
already prompted a cold war that 
could easily escalate Into a world 
war If the Soviets press into 
neighbouring countries.

Brown will ask Japanese 
to boost military budget 
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He declined to say if the review 
was for the purpose of going further 
than the U.S. sought to cut hack ex- 
isting sales to Russia. 


TOKYO (Reuter) . — U.S. Defence 
Secretary Harold Brown flew to 
Tokyo yesterday after military 
talks with Chinese leaders and 
plans to encourage Japan, to boost 
its defences, a senior official 
travelling with him told reporters. 

Brown, whose China trip was 
largely aimed at strengthening the 
military links between Washington 
and Peking in the confrontation 
with the Soviet Union for its moves 
in Afghanistan, is bringing word 
from Peking that China, is leas con- 
cerned with a militarily strong 
Japan, the official said. 

Asking not to be named, the of- 
ficial said that Brown would seek 
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Japanese cooperation in political 
and economic actions against Iran 
and the Soviet Union as well as sup- 
port for larger increases in 
Japanese military spending. 

He said Japan, which plana to 
spend some $9.3b. on defence in the 
year starting April- 1, equal to 0.8 
per cent of its gross national 
product (GNP), could add "several 
lOths to that" in the near future. 

The senior official said that 
Chinese leaders, In a sharp depar- 
ture from post-World War Two 
Aslan 'anxiety about a re-armed 
jJapan, do not see Japan as In any 
way supplanting the Asian defence 
role of the U.S. But, he said, "I 
don't think they are particularly 
concerned" about a larger defence 
role by- their neighbour. 

The military issue is highly con- 
troversial in Japan, which has an 
anti-war constitution, and the 
current 0.8 per cent level of GNP 
spending on defence Is at least 
publicly regarded by the ruling 
Liberal Democratic Party as the 
maximum allowed politically. 

But the senior official, citing the 
need for joint cooperation among 
industrialized powers following the 
move of Soviet troops Into 
Afghanistan, said Japan should im- 
prove its defence capability without 
threatening Its Aslan neighbours. 

Brown, who today holds talks

Explorers stalk 
man-eating lizard 
in Papua swamp 


LONDON (AF) . — What la believed 
to be the world's biggest lizard, 
reputedly a man-eater, was 
reported last week to be living In a 
little-known swamp in southern 
Papua New Guinea. 

“It has large teeth and claws and 
appears about OH metres long," 
said explorer John Blaahford-Sneil, 
a British army officer. 

Members of hla round-the-world 
expedition. Operation Drake, film- 
ed the creature and are "still out 
there, observing It, so I expect 
some more details later," he told 
reporters at the Defence Ministry 
in London. 

"The swamp la a primeval area," 
be said. "Local people call the 
lizard a dragon and say it eats peo- 
ple. Besides the lizards, we dis- 
covered! a snake with no eyes and 
pimples on its akin instead of 
scales." 

' From hla brief description, rep- 
tile expert Alice GrandlMm of the 
London Natural History Museum 
provisionally identified the 
creatures as a monitor lisard, like 
the Komodo dragon 'of Indonesia, 
and a wart snake, which does have 
tiny eyes and is found from West 
Malaysia to Australia. 

“But I wouldn't be surprized if 
these species sighted are unknown. 
That area la not well explored and 
there could be larger animals there 
than we know about," she said.

Giorgio, 
Fabrlzto and Rober£o,were bora by 
Caesarian section to' 28-year-old 
high school teacher Rosanna Glan- 
nini. They were born six years to 
the day after South Africa's Susan 
Jane Rosenkowlts gave birth to two 
girls and four boys In the only other 
recorded case of surviving eex- 
tupleta listed in the "Guinness Book 
of World Records." 

Doctors at the Meyer Clinic in 
Florence, which specializes in the 
care of underweight babies, said 
the Glannlnl aextupleta were born 
at reasonable weights, ranging 
from one to two kilos, and are 
accepting their bottle-milk feeds.

applied to an English court and 
received an ex parte order decUr- 
Ing the .child & ward. of the court. 
The grounds for the application 
were that it was In the best Interests 
of the child . to remain with her 
grandmother, and not be returned 
to her parents, in Israel or 
elsewhere. 

The parents applied successfully 
to the nigh Court of Justice for an 
order nisi of the nature of habeas 
corpus. In her reply to the order, 
the grandmother claimed, first, 
that the High Court of Justice has 
no jurisdiction; secondly, that even 
If it did, It sbonld refrain from exer- 
cising it aa long aa the question of 
custody is pending In an English 
court; and, thirdly, that because of 
her . parents' conduct, and par- 
ticularly since her . mother takes 
drugs mil suffers from mental dis- 
turbances, It was fur the benefit of 
the child to remain with her grand- 
mother.

you can concentrate on planningin- 
door plant decoration. With the 
proper selection of plants, a little 
knowledge about their care and 
some common sense, one can ac- 
cent a piece of furniture, provide a 
long-lasting attractive focal point 
or even change the character of a 
room. 

House plants are extremely ex- 
pensive today, and we should try to 
cultivate them ourselves. Most of 
the modern indoor plants arc 
propagated by stem or leaf cuttings 
or by division in spring. From one 
single fuchsia or kal anchor, for In- 
stance, you can get as many as 10 or 
more new plants with the same 
properties as the mother plant. You 
don't need a greenhouse for this. 
From the end of February until the 
wanner days of April you can do it 
on the balcony or in your garden. 
All you need is a healthy mother 
plant, some small plastic pots, gar- 
den shears and the ingredients to 
prepare a planting medium. The 
best pot soil mixture for propaga- 
tion is equal parts of sand (or ver- 
mlcullte). compost and peat. 

If you have good relations with 
neighbours or gardening friends, 
you may be able to exchange cut- 
tings or divided plants with them so 


that each of you .enriches his own 
collection* Members of hor- 
ticultural societies In America and 
England are organizing such potted 
plant swaps In spring to make their 
gardening hobby cheaper and more 
interesting. 

There is no reason to hurry* You 
have time until the next planting 
and propagation period begins In 
the second half of February. But 
plan now to learn how to do thia and 
decorate with a minimum of ex- 
penses and a maximum of joy. 

LIFESTYLES have changed, and 
granddma'a old-fashioned rubber 
tree has lost its monopoly. Group 
planting should be the slogan for 
next spring. Use two or more house 
plants to Increase eye appeal with a 
pleasing " massed" effect. 

Find a small table, a no longer 
functional tea cart or a metal 
flower-pot holder with several 
rings. Then look for the best spot for 
light In your living room. It 
probably will be close to a sunny 
window. Next you need a few potted 
plants (flowering ones or those with 
colourful foliage) which should be 
small or medium-size. 

Planning such an indoor collec-. 
tion often demands some courage 


and imagination. When you buy a 
cooking pot or a piece of furniture, 
you don't accept the first one 
offered. You look over the market 
before you make your final choice. 
Do the same with your plants. Visit 
florist shops and garden centres. 
Look around and see what they 
have to offer. Make a plan and then 
decide. 

You must realize one basic fact: 
With all our good Intentions to bring 
nature’s wonders Indoors, to make 
plants our companions for life, we 
can’t deny that this Is definitely a 
matter of growing them under un- 
natural conditions. Many plants 
simply wilj not survive without suf- 
ficient light, no matter how much 
water and plant food you provide. 
African violets, for instance, and 
cal las and geraniums may produce 
leaves in a dark room, but no 
flowers. So you have to keep those 
plants where they can get the most 
sunlight, or' place a 100 watt bulb 
(or a 88 watt fluorescent fixture) 
about 28-80 cm above them. 
Remember also that most plants 
tend to grow towards the light; turn 
them half-way around each week. 
Otherwise you may get a curious 
collection of spindly towers of Pisa. 
I say “moat plants," and not all. 


In cases of custody 


Whether, and when, the need 
arises, be continued. Is for the 
opurts themselves to determine. Ac- 
cording to . the. circumstances., of 
each case, and the Supreme Court 
has already held that when a child 
Is unlawfully taken from Israel, the 
need to consider the question of 
custody does arise in Israel (see 
CJL 218/72. 1 P.D. 27/118). This 
rule, he held, applies also when a 
child, who may have been taken out 
of the country lawfully. Is unlawful- 
ly prevented from returning, as 
happened in the present case, it be- 
ing irrelevant that in the 
meanwhile a court order was ob- 
tained from an English court 
restraining the child from being 
removed from England. 

Justice Cohn went on to point out 
that a similar attitude towards 
jurisdiction over children unlawful- 
ly removed from, or prevented 
from returning to, England can be 
found In English jurisprudence (see 
P.G.E. (An Infant) 1975,*1 Cb. 868) : 
and if one were to apply the prin- 
ciples laid down in England, then 
even the mere fact that the child In 
the present case is an Israeli citizen 
would — without taking any other 
circumstances into account — vest 
the High Court with jurisdiction, 

TURNING next to the argument 
that as the matter is pending in on 
English court, the High Court 
should desist from exercising its 
jurisdiction. Justice Cohn held that 
the answer to It can be found in the 
same English case referred to 
above. In that case, he noted, it was 
held that a paramount right of 
jurisdiction belongs to the court of 
the infant's nationality or domicile, 
and the English courts would not 
assume jurisdiction only because 
the Infant happened to be tem- 
porarily in England, unless the cir- 
cumstances were so dire as to re- 
quire such emergency action. And 
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cause for making the jurisdiction of 
an Israeli court over an infant who 
is a national and resident of Israel 
subservient to that of an English 
court, unless extreme cir- 
cumstances warranted it. 

As to whether such cir- 
cumstances exist (which brought 
him to the respondents' third 
argument). Justice Cohn pointed 
out that not only had the petitioners 
denied all the allegations the child's 
maternal grandmother had levelled 
against them, hut their counsel had 
produced the medical opinion of a 
psychiatrist to the effect that while 
the child's mother had ta fact suf-

MEETING the Lifshltz String Trio 
and clarinetist Lux Brahn, of 
Switzerland, was a refreshing and 
stimulating experience, particular- 
ly so because the programme 
offered a contemporary Swiss com- 
poser's work, a totally unknown 
composer {Crusell) and a composi- 
tion by Max Reger, which belongs 
to the master's neglected work. 

After a rather weak start — 
baroque music, like Stamitz’s, can 
stand more flesh and blood and 
need not be played academically 
like a museum piece — Wladimlr 
Vogel's “Graphique," dedicated to 
the painter and sculptor Max Biel, 
sought to reflect some of the com- 


fered some psychotic disturbance 
ten years ago, she bad fully 
recovered and was perfectly 
capable of caring for, and rearing, 
her daughter, and that, further- 
more it was for the good of the child 
that she be brought up in her- 
parents’ home. 

In so far as the good of the child Is 
concerned. Justice Cohn went on to 
hold, the court did not require any 
expert medical opinions, as the rule 
Is that It is for the benefit of a child 
to grow up in Its parents' home, and 
the onus of proving that the parents 
are incapable of bringing up their 
own child falls on anyone seeking to 
rebut this rule. Furthermore, he 
stressed, this rule applies not only 
with respect to parents who always 
observed the law meticulously and 
never Indulged In drugs, but also 


because a Christmas cactus 
lEpiphyllum truncatumi or a 
camellia shrub should never be 
turned around. They would drop 
their blooms and their branches 
would droop. 

There la no limit to group plan- 
ting combinations, and you will 
gain more experience as you make 
more and more arrangements, but 
to make It easier for you in the 
beginning, I mention some 
possibilities. 

For floral contrast, try yellow 
flowering chrysanthemum with 
Afrlcdh violets (blue or purple). 
Have 2-3 small pots with each of 
them for a long-lasting brilliant 
show. Another alternative is red or 
pink flowering amaryllis as 
background and some small pots 
with white begonia aemperflorens. 
A third arrangement are tall- 
growing (30-46cm high) 
sansevierlas with white and green 
striped leaves and tradcscantia 
zcbrrrut, or wandering Jew. with 
purple-sHver-green foliage in front. 

Croton, the tropical jungle plant 
with yellow and orange-red striped 
leaves as background and 
phnlnngium (spider plant) with 
green-white, pointed foliage is front 
— is another striking proposal. 
Another choice, worth a trial. Is an 
arrangement made with two, less 
well-known, but very decorative, 
house plants recently Imported 
from Holland in different shapes 
and colours: Aphelandra 

squarroga. a shrub with yellow 
flowers and dark green-white 
striped leaves, together with 
Maranta bicolor, a house plant with 
a most decorative spotted foUage 
in two colours. Both plants 
originated in tropical America, 
were brought to Europe and 
became popular during the last 
decade. 

Another colourful decoration 
would be to mix a plant well-known 
here, coleus with its leaves in red- 
green-white and purple, behind 
some small pots with either Hedera 
helix, the common old English ivy 
or the green and white Canary 
Island ivy {hedera canariensisj. 

One of the joys of Indoor garden- 
ing is that it will never be out of 
season. House plants with 
decorative foliage or coloured 
flowers can provide us a prolonged 
bright show, no matter how wet our 
outdoor garden Is or how the cold 
winds blow. 

If you prepared some potted 
'spring bulbs in October (as suggested 
in this column), you’ll be able to use 
them for indoor arrangement from 
mid-February until April. Can 
there be a more beautiful room 
decoration In spring, than flowering 
tulips, daffodils, hyacinths and 
Dutch irises? 

with respect to parents who have 
strayed in the past from the 
straight and narrow path, but who 
are deeply attached to their child 
and genuinely anxious to fulfil their 
parental duties faithfully and con- 
scientiously.

“TWIXT Friday and Saturday,"

chief provided another lesson In the 
subtle art of Interviewing. 

Lined up in his sights was the ro- 
tund Deputy Prime Minister Simha 
Ehrlich. The subject: Himself. 
Himself and the country; himself 
and those who have done him dirty. 

Livnl may not have a 
. “radio phonic" voice. In fact, his 
voice may be his handicap. But he 
makes up for it by his interviewing 
technique, goading Mr. Ehrlich into 
more revealing utterances that I 

had heard in over two years of 
listening to him. 

Livnl 'a talent evoking the best (or 
worst) from his victims is 
something' of a bastard art — 
halfway between fencing and dan- 
cing. Whenever Mr. Ehrlich 
thought he had himself a polka 
partner, he ran straight into Liv- 
ni*a foil. 

There was even a bit of a scoop: 
Simha Ehrlich is (so we were told) 
about to retire In splendid Isolation 
— In England for a year or so where 
he will commit that final act of has- 
beens: write his memoirs. 

This week. Llvnl’s session will 
feature Labour Party secretary- 
general Halm Bar-Lev. Promised 
subjects for the future Include a dis- 
cussion of what those two naughty 
boys, Mordechai Gur and Ylsrael 
Tal. have against each other. 

I wish Motta and Talik would at 
least atop referring to each other by 
their childhood pet names. They 
sound almost obscene, all the more 
so because everyone knows that, in 
fact, they probably refer to each 
other by far leas endearing terms. 

MAKING hay, publicity-wise, while 
the sun shines.

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How ‘real’ are reported company profits? 


TEL .AVIV. — “Balance sheet 
time" will soon be here again, and 
all the companies will be publishing* 
not only their balance sheets, but 
also their profit and loss 
statements. 

Whether a company in an in- 
flationary period increases its 
profits by 100 or by 1,000 per cent, 
the important thing to know is — 
has it made a real profit, suffered a 
loss, or does it continue to mark 
time. The figures published often 
mean absolutely nothing. 

Dr. Manfred Gerstenfeld. 
director-general of National Con- 
sultants, says: “Before I came to 
Israel I always thought that there 
was only one profession based on 
the rational analysis of a basically 
illogical proposition, and that was 
theology. But here in Israel I have 
discovered a second, similar 
profession — accountancy. 

He continues: “In a period of 100 
to 300 per cent Inflation any finan- 
cial statement, even if signed by the 
most honest and reliable accoun- 
tancy firm, does not reflect the ac- 
. tual financial situation of a firm, its 
' profits, or its losses." 

For example, on the assets side. 
Buildings, machinery, equipment 
* etc., are listed at their historic cost, 
that is, what the company actually ' 
paid for them when it purchased 
them. Thus, we are mixing “Saplr 
pounds" (pounds Issued in the time 
of the late Finance Minister Pinhaa 
Saplr), with R&blnowitz pounds, 
with Ehrlich pounds, with Hurvitz 
pounds, and involving the future 
with pounds by Hurvltz's successor, 
and the successor of his successor. 

These pounds had and will have 
different values. To link them ail 
together In one balance sheet or in 
one profit and loss statement 
makes absolutely no sense. It is 
somewhat like adding pears, 
apples, bananas and Dead Sea 
potash and Negev phosphates. 

In the same manner, on the 
liability side of the balance sheet, 
the accountant links together un- 
linked long-term loans, whose real 
value changes constantly, with link- 
ed loans whose real value remains 
fairly constant. You pay back Saplr 
pounds with Hurvitz pounds, and so 
on. All this mixing of historic 
pounds, plus today’s pounds, with 
future pounds gives a highly dis- 
torted picture. 

Moreover, the profit and loss 
statement la distorted for a variety 
of other reasons. If the costs of fix- 
ed assets, buildings, cars, 
machinery, are listed at tbelr 
historic price, their depreciation is 
too low.. 

For example, a chemical com- 


Profit and loss statements are almost 
meaningless as true indicators of a com- 
pany's condition, economic consultant Dr.

pany has a plant which opened on 
December S3, 1978 at a cost of 
ILlQOm. This plant, in a period of 
100 per cent inflation would be 
worth IL200xn. one year later, on 
December Si, 1979. Assuming that 
the plant has an economic life span 
of ten years, then it would be worth 
— If inflation was taken into ac- 
count — IL200m., less 10 per cent or 
IL180m. “However, on the balance 
sheet the depreciation is listed at 
only ILlOm., that is ILlOOm. less 10 
per cent." 

Taking all this together, and ac- 
cording to accountancy rules, the 
annual depreciation at 10 per cent 
would be ILlOm. if based on the 
historic price, but It would he 
IL20m. if based on the 100 per cent 
rate of Inflation. 

If a company had a ILCra. profit 
in the first case, it would have a 
IL5m. loss in the second case. 

“In actual fact, although one 
method of figuring shows a profit, 
and another a loss, nothing really 
has changed. Only the ‘the&ogista’ 
of the accountancy profession have 
applied different methods of 
calculation,” Gerstenfeld says. 

Furthermore, as for income, the 
increase in the value of linked 
bonds is listed by many companies 
as a genuine income, while in ac- 
tual fact ft la not income at all, since 
the bonds simply kept their real 
value, while paying an insignificant 
real Interest. 

Many of the balance sheets which 
show tremendous profits, in fact 
reflect much lower profits, and 
many of those balance sheets with 
profits may even reflect losses in 
real terms. All we know is that we 
don’t know, and thus, it is not sur- 
prising that investors on the Tel 
Aviv Stock Exchange have little or 
no .confidence in financial 
statements as published. Some 
companies which publish earnings 
may well be losers, but others 
might have bigger earnings. 

Dr. Gerstenfeld believes he has a 
solution to this problem. In normal 
economies the national currency 
has two simultaneous functions. 
The currency is used as a means of 


payment; it Is also used as a 
measure of value. But In a country 
with a hyper- Inflation, the two func- 
tions diverge and become separate 
entitles. Thus, we should maintain 
the Israel pound as a means of pay- 
ment, but we should introduce, in 
addition Co the Israel pound, 
another stable measure of value. 

He proposes calling this measure 
of value the shekel, or any other 
biblical n am e tor money. Company 
accounts, should be expressed in 
shekels, or, as he says, In a 
denomination of constant value 
linked to the cost-ot-Uvlng Index. 

"This would give us figures much 
closer to reality than those used to- 
day by the high priests of accoun- 
tancy," Gerstenfeld says. 

In fact, he would even label the 
price of goods in shekels. 

For example, if one shekel is 
worth IL20 on January 1, 1980, and a 
man’s shirt costs 20 shekels , or 
IL400, it would be easy to figure out 
its real value at-some later date. 

Suppose that In 1980 we have a 200 
per cent rate of Inflation. Thus, on 
January 1, 1981, the shekel will be 
worth IL60, but the shl.-t should still 
be priced at 20 shekels. The store 
then would receive from the 
purchaser ILl.200. 

If the index goes up 10 per cent 
the next month, the shop owner 
does not change the price label. The 
purchaser just pays 20 shekels, or 
IL3.320. If the shop owner suddenly 
prices the shirt at 18 shekels, the 
customer sees he gets a real 
bargain, because he knows from ex- 
perience that a shirt of a certain 
quality should cost 20 shekels. If, 


The reason la simple. These 
■ currencies, although they seem 
stable In Israel, also suffer from the 
world-wide disease of inflation, and 
their exchange rate against the 
Israel pound does not change* fully 
In line with the Israeli cost of living 
Index. 

For example, if from September 
1978 to September 1979, the German 
mark increased by 87 per cent 
against the Israel pound, the index 
rose by 75 per cent. 

These figures show that the 
shekel la & much more useful 
"stable" unit of accountancy, or of 
true value, than any foreign curren- 
cy under present conditions. 


The dangers of using a shekel, 
Gerstenfeld notes wryly, is that the 
workers would demand salaries 
and wages calculated on the basis 
of the shekel, rather than the 
pound, in order to maintain true 
wages. This will prevent the 
politicians from playing their 
various little games, since their 
tricks will become transparent. 

"But, of course, the best solution 
for all concerned is to stop Inflation 
and to let one Israel pound as a 
means of payment return to equal 
one Israel pound as a measure of 
value. 


France searches for

■aid. was to stop in the future Issu- 
. log freely convertible fadex-Uriced 
bonds, which were now being used 
'to finance the government's expend 
dttwg-The government should con- 
tim» to Issue Index-linXet) bonds ex- 
clusively for. medium and hmg- 


rangc savings schemes. 

At the same time, private com- 
panies should be allowed to issue 
bonds "not specially linked to the 
index." which would allow the com- 
panies to finance their activities. As 
for the government, (t should Issue 
bonds bearing a high interest "but 
not linked." 

These steps, Japhet said, would 
allow the government not only to 
reduce its activities In the capital 
market, but also allow it to control 
monetary policy by means other 
than freezing credits and Imposing 
high fines for overstepping liquidity 
requirements. 

Japhet pointed out that the coun- 
try's future was closely tied to what 
happened abroad. And due to the 
higher oil prices, economic growth 
abroad would be slowed down con- 
siderably, Perhaps it would even 
stop as these countries tried to 
balance their adverse balance of 
payments. The result was than they 
would buy less, and this would have 
a negative effect qn Israel's export 
drives. 

For that reason, Israeli workers 
would have to be content with 
something akin to a future wage 
freeze. In real buying power. 
Japhet stressed that if the wage 
level of every sector was kept low, 
there would be leas need to fire 
workers.

BEIRUT (UPI). — Following the 
latest round of OPEC price hikes, 
Saudi Arabia’s Oil Minister Sheikh 
Ahmed Yamanl — a man not noted 
for his optimism on oil matters — 
held out the faint hope that things 
were not as bad as they seemed and 
that OPEC's highest prices would 
come down in 1980. 

The combination of energy con- 
servation, high stocks, and reduced 
economic activity in the West, he 
predicted, would depress demand 
for oil and force OPEC’s price 
hawks to lower their rates — 
provided of course that OPEC con- 
tinued pumping crude at Its present- 
levels. 

It was a big proviso — too big. 
Things are as bad as they seemed. 

Two of OPEC’s leading producers 
— Kuwait and the United Arab 
Emirates — announced over the 
weekend that they were determined 
to choke off any "mini-glut" that’ 
might bring down the ever-rising 
cost of OPEC crude. 

"The U.A.E. Is seriously thinking 
of cutting crude oil output in the 
coming few months should there be 
a surplus on the world market, " 
said Emirates Oil Minister Mana 
Otalba. The U.A.E. pumps about 2.7 
million barrels per day (MBD) . The 
tiny gulf state provides over 6 per 
cent of America's oil Imports. 

Its neighbour Kuwait has gone 
beyond the stage of considerations. 
Kuwait will trim its oil output by 
500,000 barrels per day, beginning

'Telephone lines are the property of the Ministry of Communications. Subscribers do not 
purchase lines, nor do they pay the real price (over IL60.000 at present) , but only installa- 
- tion charges. By law, a subscriber has only the right of use of his line, while the prohibi- 
tion bn the sale of lines stems mainly from public considerations and not only financial 
ones.' 

From a - technical point of view, each line can serve for the installation of a telephone not 
only in the flat where it was first installed but anywhere else In the same "service area." 
When a line becomes free because a subscriber has moved, the Ministry of Com- 
munications will give It to the person who Is first in line in that "service area” in terms of 
. the length of time be has been waiting and his degree of priority. 

This person is not necessarily the one who bought the flat in question and the fact that the 
previous subscriber “sold" property that was not hla does not place the flat purchaser at 
the head of the list of those waiting for a telephone in that area. 

If there are no outstanding applications in the area that can be filled by means of the line 
in question, there will then be no objection to placing the telephone at the disposal of the 
' new occupier, after the necessary application has been filed.

If other of the 13 cartel members 
join Kuwait and the UAE In putting 
the squeeze on production — and 
many of them have expressed a 
desire to do so — Opec's dream will 
become the West's nightmare.

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Levy’s wrong obstacles 


FINANCE MINISTER Yigael Hurvitz wisely refuses to be 
drawn Into discussion on potentially heated subjects like 
whether hospital beds should be closed down, or whether 
teachers are underpaid, or whether fewer flats ought to be put 
up for young couples. 

He confines himself to making one point only: that the govern- 
ment must not under any circumstances spend more than IL405 
billion during the coming fiscal year. 

This involves a cut of IL20 billion compared with present 
levels of outlay. Everyone applauds the decision as properly 
deflationary; everyone warns that the cuts are going to be pain- 
ful — and everyone is outraged to discover that these so-palnful 
cuts- are actually about to be applied. 

Well, not everyone is outraged: the Ministers of Education 
and Health are accommodating themselves as best they can to 
the new discipline. But the Minister of Housing, David Levy, la 
not; although his is the only civilian ministry that is not re- 
quired to suffer any financial curtailment at all. 

He does face a problem which has to be considered. Having 
made a large number of building starts this year, he will need a 
lot of money next year to finish them. If he wants at the same 
time to make a lot of new starts, he will need more funds than he 
was allocated in 1979. 

Meanwhile, the number of completions is fortunately on the 
rise, from 30,000 in the current year to 31,000 in 1980 and an ex- 
pected 36,000 in 1981. That should cover essential needs for the 
next two years — but Mr. Levy is wondering what -will happen 
after that. 

What happens after that depends on whether or not Mr. Hur- 
vitz manages to leash Inflation. If he does, then moneyed people 
who have been baying flats that they do not need, as a hedge 
against inflation, will probably find better avenues of invest- 
ment. A sizeable stock of premises now standing empty should 
come on the market, ensuring that there is no shortage of 
dwellings for some time ahead. 

This is the calculation, and it should be given a chance. 
Everything hinges on beating inflation, which cannot be done 
unless the government eliminates its deficits. 

There is a strong case for letting the ministries and agencies 
whose allocations are to be shaved by five per cent and more 
decide by themselves how the balance available should be 
spent. It would be irresponsible for the hospitals to cut their in- 
take of patients in line with the cut in their budgets. The 
challenge is on the contrary to maintain the existing level of ser- 
vice and make do with the dimished resources available. 

If each government-financed department, institution, office 
and sub-office is given the opportunity of working out for itself 
how it will organize its affairs so as to meet the* needs of the 
public on what looks like a shoestring budget, it is amazing what 
economies are likely to eventuate. 

Provided, it must be added, that David Levy stops giving the 
impression that the financial cuts are not really necessary. If 
that idea gains ground, the life-saving economies that the coun- 
try has been waiting for will not be made. 


PLO exposed 


IF THE SOVIET invasion of Afghanistan can be said to have 
served any useful purpose at all, it is in exposing with the most 
unmistakable clarity the true character of the terrorist outfit 
that sports the charming title of the Palestine liberation 
Organization, 

Plainly only an unregenerate lackey of the Kremlin like the 
PLO, the self-appointed guardian of the interests of a mostly 
.Moslem people, could have welcomed the subjugation of a 
Moslem country by the communist super-power as an' act of 
'‘selfless assistance.” Yet that is how Farouk Kaddumi, the 
head of the PLO's political department, described the Soviet oc- 
cupation of Afghanistan. 

The statement was made while Kaddumi was visiting Sofia 
last week. But it was not made under duress. 

So far not a single Arab government or organization, outside 
the communist party, has taken a similar position on 
Afghanistan. Even countries as heavily dependent on the 
Russians as Iraq and Algeria are keeping their distance from 
the Kremlin on this issue. Ambivalent Syria and Libya are stay- 
ing neutral. 

Not so the PLO. Its allegiance to the Kremlin has gone far 
beyond tactics; to maint&init, the organization is even prepared 
to risk defiance of the rest of the Arab world. For their part, the 
leaders of the PLO must think that they sfill have a sufficiently 
strong hold, either ideological or terrorist, over the Arabs to 
keep their support. 

The proof may well be in the fact that the PLO’s direct in- 
volvement with the bazbaxotu Khomeini regime has not caused 
E£ypt< for example, to finally disavow the bunch of blabberers 
about a "secular and democratic state of Palestine.” 

Will Egyptian leaders maintain, even now, that Yasser Arafat 
is essentially a "moderate"? Will they not flinch from the 
prospect of a state, or even mere "entity,” bossed over by such 
Kremlin lickspittles? Will they reconcile their manifest desire 
for concerted action to beat back the threat of Soviet expansion 
southward in the Middle East with the establishment of a Soviet 
agency right at their doorstep? 

Let us hope that yesterday’s blast at the PLO by one of Cairo’s 
leading newspapers, "Al-Ahram," is a first step in the right 
direction.

A DONATION of R 288 000 and an 
additional grant of R2S 000 a year 
for five years from the K&plan- 
Kuahllck Foundation has enabled 
the University of Cape Town to es- 
tablish a Centre for Jewish Studies 
and Research.

As an Israeli, 1 was Incensed by 
Agudat Yisr&eVs decision not to in- 
vite President Yitzhak Navon to the 
opening on the grounds that the 
Council of Tora Sages could not be 
expected to rise for Israel's head of 
state. 

So I decided to stay away from 
the Kneaslya Hagedola. No loss to 
me, I thought. No speech-saturated 
reporter goes to a conference un- 
less he has to. 

A day before the opening, a 
colleague called to tell me that Z 
had been made "famous" by an 
item in the Orthodox journal 
"Punim El Panim. ” "The religious 
affairs reporter of The Jerusalem 
Post.

The young 
rabbi told me that the 2,000 
delegates and guests who had 
travelled to Jerusalem from North 
and South America, Western 
Europe, Australia and South Africa 
were "shocked" by the "cold recep- 
tion" they had received here, and 
that he would personally write ar- 
ticles when he returned exposing 
the "yellow journalism" and 
"hostility among Israelis" that be 
had encountered. 

"But then," X replied, “you'll be 
guilty of the same sin as the biblical 
spies sent out to scout the land of 
Canaan — of slandering the Land. 
Anyway, it's largely the fault of 
Agudat Yisrael. If you had es- 
tablished contacts with reporters .in 
each paper and sat down with them 
to provide background and explain 
the Navon snub and other 
questions. It might have been 
different." 

Conceding these points, he said 
he would reconsider. 

The reason for not inviting Navon 
was not, as one Aguda MK claimed, 
because the Council of Tora Sages 
are too old to rise from their seats. 
And it really wasn’t because, as 
some argued, the non- or anti- 
Zionist sages would not stand for 
the head of the Zionist State, said 
the rabhl. 

"Tora Jews consider their sages 
the supreme spiritual authority — 
except for God — and if protocol 
were to require them to stand, and 
if the public were fo give more 
honour to someone other than our 
greats. It would be against our prin- 
ciples. I'm sure that if the sages 
were asked, they would agree to 
stand up for the president, but their 
disciples wouldn’t let them do It 
because it would be an inAult to 
their honour." 

Xn fact, he noted, "President 
Navon is. viewed as one of tjie most 
Jewishly positive presidents Israel 
has had, and the matter Isn’t at all 
personal. 

"Are you a Zionist," I asked. 

"I’m a Zionist of sorts," he claim- 
ed. “I pray facing Jerusalem three 
times a day." 

"But Z pray when I am in 
Jerusalem." I retorted. 


THE RABBI conceded that it might 
have been a bad decision to ban 
women from the hall. They cmild 
have been seated In the balcony. 
"But the Gerer Rebbe [Slmha 
Bunlm Alter] was adamantly op- 
posed to It. and we had' to respect 
his wishes." 

Saying he was eager for me to at- 
tend sessions and write a balanced 
report, he promised that I could get 
into the hall on Saturday night since 
the Gerer Rebbe would not be pre- 
sent. 

So I went, armed with the rabbi’s 
press releases about the resolutions 
that had already been passed. The 
Great Assembly had resolved to 
press the Israeli government to 
amend the "Who’s a Jew” law and 
to curb autopsies without family 
consent. They also resolved to con- 
tinue their fight against liberalised 
abortion laws around the world; 
against efforts by the Conservative 
and Reform movements to gain 
recognition in Israel; and against 
wasting money on luxuries. The 
assembly also decided to set up a 
fund to combat assimilation and 
promote the ba'alei teshuva move- 
ment.

Arriving an hour before the ses- 
sion opened, X was greeted at the 
entrance by posted advertisements 
for yeshlvot and colour films on 
topics like "The Relevance of the 
MLkve in ‘Modern Society" and 
"The Rituals of the Hevra Kad- 
disha . " 

At the top of a long staircase, an 
American haasld waved a receipt 
book at me and said In English: 
"How about some money, lady? 
You can afford It." A model of 
Rachel's Tomb, was a highlight 
near an extensive exhibition of 
Jewish institutions on the mez- 
zanine floor. 

Though I had come early, I 
managed to find a place only In the 
last row of the balcony, near an ex- 
it. Women poured in and moved 
about excitedly, some of them 
carrying binoculars and tape 
recorders. 


Most of them were in their teens 
through their 30s; they were all 
dressed as fashionably- as Jewish 
modesty allows. The married 
women, many scarcely 20, wore 
well-cut wigs, hats, or — for good 
measure — hats over their wigs. 

Below, the stage was covered 
with over 100 chairs and decorated 
with pictures of 11 Agudat Yisrael 
sages. There was no Israeli flag to 
be seen. The Israelis there had 
probably never been in this 
auditorium before, I thought to 
myself, since few attend films, 
plays or concerts. How many of 
them realize that Blnyenel 
Ha'ooma Is owned by the Jewish 
Agency and that two years ago, the 
29th Zionist Congress was held In 
this hall? 

That was the last I saw of the 


THERE WAS so much noise from 
the women’s section that the 
master of ceremonies threatened to 
send in ushers to clear out the area 
If the speakers weren't allowed to 
continue (in Hebrew. English and 
Yiddish) undisturbed. 

"Despite the destruction of the 
Holocaust, we are again a growing 
movement," asserted One speaker. 
What with the steady dis- 
appearance of American Jews 
through assimilation and inter- 
marriage and the natural Increase 
of Aguda-orlented families, the 
movement is indeed a powerful 
force in Diaspora Jewry. “We 
have no great fear that our youth 
will he ruined by the street. All the 
attractions of the street are empty 
pursuits. The Tora Is our guiding 
light. As Agudat Yisrael has 
succeeded In its educational 
programmes, maybe we fan start a 
great movement for penitents." 

From the podium, the Bostoner 
Rebbe, R&bbl Levi Yitzhak 
Horowitz, who was praised for his 
great efforts to bring young Jews 
back to their faith, spoke about 
repentance. He also castigated the 
press tor their “lies" about the 
Great Assembly, and maintained 
that they were working for the 
"forces of darkness." 

As the Yeshlvat Dvar 
Yerushalayim band played jazsed- 
iip hassidic tunes, I turned to a 
young woman hanging on to the 
railing next to me. “We are little 
people," said she (a bookkeeper at 
the Aguda paper "Efamodia"J. “If 
the sages decide not to invite the 
president of Israel, they must he 
right."

TJNIFIL CHIEF’S STATEMENT 


To ite Editor of TKc. JcruatUem Foal 


Sir, — The spokesman of 
UNIFIL, Mr. Timur Goksel. has 
asked me to convey to you the 
following in connexion with a story 
which appeared recently in The 
Jerusalem Post. 

"On December 21, The 
Jerusalem Post, in a first-page 
report attribute d to I srael Radio 
and headlined 'UNIFIL Chief blasts 
Israel,' printed an excerpt from the 
Norwegian newspapers 
'Arbelterbladet.' In this report, 
UNIFIL Commander General 
Erskine la reported as saying that 
Israel prevented UNIFIL from 
properly deploying in the area by 
handing It over to the forces of Ma- 
jor Haddad. General Erskine is also 
reported as having said that the 
Lebanese problem will not be solv- 
ed until Israel changes its stand on 
the Palestinian question. 

The interview from which this 
part was extracted was held with a 
group of Norwegian journalists who 
visited Leban on a nd covered all 
aspects of UNIFIL activities, the 


south Lebanon problem arid the dif- 
ficulties posed by the parties in the 


area including Israel. Major Had- 
dad’s forces, Palestinian groups in- 
cluding PLO and various factions of 
Le bane se national movement. 
UNIFIL, naturally, cannot exercise 


any control over what Is printed 
from an Interview or statement 
given to the media and what ex- 
cerpts are further used by other 
media. General Erskine* s words, 
therefore, must be seen in the con- 
text of a c omprehensive treatment 
of UN util's mission. In this par- 
ticular interview, as far as Israel's 
stand is concerned. General 
Erskine repeated his frequently 
voiced view that without change in 
th e bas ic Israel attitude towards 
UNIFIL's mandate of deploying up 
to the IsraelrLebanon border to 
assist the Lebanese Government to 
reestablish Its authority over all of 
south Lebanon, It would be very dif- 
ficult for UNIFIL to achieve further 
progress. 

General Erskine was misquoted 
In his reference to the Palestinian 
question. He said that the Palesti- 
nian question was an element in the 
overall Lebanese problem, In- 
cluding south Lebanon, and hJs 
reference to the Palestinians was 
only in the context of south L ebano n 
and as far as It concerns UNIFIL. 

We are also approaching the 
Norwegian newspaper with this 
clarification."
